Dies Uabonored and Uninng. 

Watibtown, N. Y., Juiie4.— Wm 
A, Wheeler died at bis home, In' MS' 
lone, at 10:10 this morning. Hero 
intiucd in a comatose state during 
the night, and passed peacefully away 
without a sign of recognition of those 
about him. 

Ho was born in 1818, studied law 
and politics aud was successively a 
Democrat, a Whigland a Bepublicsu. 
Ue served several terms in Congress 
flroin New York. Was iionilnaled 
for Vice-President iu 187U aud was 
defeated with Hayes but counted iu 
by John Sherman and tbe other oou- 
spirators who atole the Presidency.
